The Official Action objects to the form of claims 4-7 
and 9. It is believed that these claims are correct. Claim 4, 
which depends from claim 1, refers at line 3 to '^said source'^. 
Claim 1, line 5, includes "a source" and thus there is antecedent 
basis for ''said source" that appears in claim 4. ''Said source" 
is composed of "first sources" and "a second source", which are 
newly identified in claim 4 and thus are appropriately formatted. 
Claim 5 is similar. Claims 6, 7 and 9 refer to either "first 
sources" which appear in claims 4 and 5 or "said first and second 
sources" as a proper reference to the first and second sources 
identified in claim 5.

Claim 3 was amended in the January 2, 2003 response and 
no longer includes the recitation ''at the adjacent position . " 
Note that line 5 uses ''memory cell ad j a cent to . " This is 
believed to be correct.
